Aside from their practical 
applications, these under­ 
water vehicles are loads of 
fun to "fly." And this is aa 
near bird-like flying as pos­ 
sible. Even in an airplane 
the pilot feels the chains of 
weight and gravity.

But with an SPU (Sub- 
surfaco Propulsion Unit) 
one can adjust his bouyanry 
so he is absolutely weight­ 
less.
